A Treasury surplus, such as 
contemplated by the tax increase, 
“is our most effective weapon 
against inflation,” the President 
said. 

Importance of Curbs. 

He added that curbing inflation 
is the first step toward preventing 
deflation. 

“And in tim2s like the present,” 
he continued, “when the economic 
situation has mixed elements, the 
Government needs both anti- 
inflationary and anti-deflationary 
weapons so that it will be ready 
for either contingency. It may be 
necessary to employ both types of 
measures concurrentl; in some 
combination, for some prices or 
incomes could rise too rapidly 
while others could be falling dan- 
gerously. The same dictates of 
prudent policy which call for high- 
er taxes in a period of inflation 
would cali for tax adjustments 
designed to counteract any seri- 
ous recessionary movement.”

State tax receipts indicate that 
about one billion dollars passed 
over Nevada's legalized gambling 
tables in 1948. 

The state tax commission re- 
ported yesterday that the state's. 
2 per cent tax on gross gambling 
profits plus its sliding table tax 
netted the Nevada treasury $1,102,- 
059. 

Of this amount, $771,585 came 
from the gambling tax itself. The 
rest came from penalties for late 
payment of taxes and sliding levy 
which requires gambling house 
owners to pay $750 annually for 
two tables and on up to $20,000 
for 20 games or more. 

Figuring that the casinos gen- 
erally keep slightly under 3 per 
cent of all money that crosses the 
tables, this means that at least 
$957,227,950 was plunked down 
during the year on the roulette 
wheels, dice tables and blackjack

National Health ce. 

The high percentage of rejec- 
tions under the military recruit- 
ment programs, he said, provided 
striking evidence of the unsatis- 
factory state of the nation’s health 
and he recommended the enact- 


ment of a national health insur- 
ance program this vear. 

“Federal grants in support of 
hospital construction are an essen- 
tial support of such a program,” 
he continued. “We also need to 
augment the number of doctors, 
dentists and nurses in order to 
overcome the present serious na- 
tional shortage of medical per- 
sonnel.” 

In his appeal for anti-inflation- 
ary powers, the President called 
for an increase in the Social Se- 
curity contributions under existing 
and extended social insurance pro- 
grams. This increase, he said, 
would exert an anti-inflationary 
effect in addition to the recom- 
mended four billion dollar tax 
increase. 

Increased taxation, he pointed 
out, was not the only means of 
accumulating a surplus. Anoth- 
er was “a careful limitation of 
federal expenditures.” 

In his State of the Union mes- 
sage he had not promised any 
“careful limitation” of expendi- 
tures and he did not explain it 
in today’s message. 

“The implications of this pol- 
icy requirement,” he said, “will 
be aiscussed at length in my 
budget message.” 

He praised the Treasury and 
the Federal Reserve System for 
the stabilizing of the Government 
bond market by pegging long-term 
securities and asserted that “the 
need for continuance of the policy 
was demonstrated.” 

He asked that the Reserve Sys- 
tem’s powers on supplemental 
bank reserves be continued and 
extended to banks not members 
of the system. He also said the 
Federal Reserve controls on con- 
sumer credit should be extended. 

No Explanation on Steel. 

He did not explain, as. he had 
promised in his State of the Union 
address, how he wotild increase 
steel and other capacities to meet 
demands by direct Government 
operation if necessary. He covered 
the point today in these general 
words: 

“I recommend immediate legis- 
lation to deal with this question 
of capacity and supply. It should 


ther require that these specific 
studies be correlated with the gen- 
eral requirements of an economy 
operating at maximum employ- 
ment, production and purchasing 
power. To the extent that the 
facts reveal the need, it should 
provide additional authority to 
deal more effectively with inade- 
quacy of capacity and supply.” 

Those words are broad enough 
to cover Government operation of 
steel plants, The President’s threat 
of direct action, was called “so- 
cialistic” by Republicans and 
others. 

The President apparently is not 
afraid of such words. In another 
part of the message he said in 
explaining his guides to economic 
policy: . 

“We want the greatest amount 
of economic freedom that is con- 
sistent with the security and the 
welfare of the people; but we do 
not want to sacrifice that security 
and welfare because of narrow 
and selfish concepts as to the ac- 
ceptable limits of Government ac- 
tion.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (AP)—

Truman asked in his State of 


_the Union message Wednesday for 


repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act 
and re-enactment of the Wagner 
Labor Relations Law with some 
modifications. Administration sup- 
porters in Congress are divided 
on the question whether that 


should be done in one bill, or in 
two or more. 

A reporter sought Truman’s 
view on that question at the 
President's press conference today. 
He asked whether Truman wanted 
his labor recommendations, includ- 
ing a rise in the minimum wage 
from 40 to 75 cents an hour, 
handled in one omnibus bill or 
separately. 

The Chief Executive.said that 
he had made his position clear 
on the need, that the problem of 
how to meet it was up to Con- 
gress. He said he would wait and 
see what Congress did. 

Dispute Over Thomas Bill. : 

The Capitol Hill dispute has re- 
volved chiefly about a bill by 
Senator Elbert Thomas (Dem.), 
Utah, to repeal the Taft-Hartley 
law and restore the original Wag- 
ner Act. ; 

Senator Ives (Rep.), New York, 
criticized the bill. He said in an 
interview that if it reached the 
Senate floor, many Taft-Hartley 
featu-es would be added in the 
form of amendments. 

Ives favors removing the Taft- 
Hartley law in its present form, 
but also favors the simultaneous 
passage of a new law keeping 
some Taft-Hartley provisions. 
Some Democratic leaders in Con- 
i 2ss agree with this approach. 

On the other hand, Arthur 
Goldberg, general counsel of the 
CIO, told a reporter: 

“We feel confident the Thomas 
bill will pass. Our survey of Con- 
gress shows it can be enacted 
speedily. It is a practical ap- 
proach. It is what the people 
voted for.” 

Several other bills to repeal the 
Taft-Hartley act have been in- 
troduced this week, but Thomas’s 
was the most important because 
he is chairman of the Senate La- 
bor Committee. 

Thomas acknowledged in a Sen- 
ate speech yesterday that further 
labor legislation is “called for”’— 
beyond the mere restoration of the 
Wagner act. 

‘In the bill he introduced, how- 
ever, he chose to follow an im- 
mediate course which is in line 
with labor union demands. The 
unions want to get rid of the 
Taft-Hartley law and go back to 
the Wagner act first of all.

A-Bomb Expert 
Picked to Head 
Weapons Setup 


Gen. John E. Hull 
Will Direct Eval- 
uation Group. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (AP)— 
The defense establishment today 
chose the Army general who com- 
manded the Eniwetok atomic 
bomb tests to direct its program 
for deciding what weapons and 
systems of weapons would win a 
future war. 

The appointment of Lt. Gen. 
John E. Hull, present commander 


of Army forces in the Pacific, to 
be director of the weapons sys- 
tems evaluation group was an- 
nounced by Secretary of Defense 
Forrestal. 

Later, said Forrestal, a civilian 
research director will be named 
to be the chief scientific officer 
of the group, which is made up of 
military and civilian experts. 

The group, intended to syn- 
chronize the thinking of military 
strategists with that of the sci- 
entists who create the weapons, 
“will be responsible for the care- 
ful evaluation of all present or 
projected systems of attack and 
defense,” said Forrestal. 

This obviously involves such 
matters as determining whether, 
under a given situation in a war, 
an attack on an enemy target 
could be conducted better by the 
Air Force’s strategic bombing 
fleet, planes launched from Navy 
carriers or a combination of the 
two. 

In light of this, it was signifi- 
cant that Forrestal turned to a 
“neutral” agency, the Army, for 
a director of the group. Designa- 
tion of either an Air or Navy 
officer would have aggravated the 
dispute between those two serv- 
ices, 

Creation of a weapons system 
evaluation unit was urged in the 
report of a Hoover Government 
reorganization commission group 
which surveyed the national se- 
curity organization. The report

Indications are that the House 
will follow the Constitution as 
did the Republican House and 
keep the public record. 

Senator Emery W. Allison, 
President Pro Tem, said today 
that he was certain there would 
be no change in this rule as 
adopted by the last Senate. Speak- 
er Hamlin said that he would 
recommend to the House Rules 
Committee that the public record 
be kept, and that he was reason- 
ably certain that his recommen- 
dation would be followed. 


Boon for Lobbyists. 


Secrecy in committees enables 
legislators to kill meritorious leg- 
islation outright or by amend- 
ments without disclosure of the 
names of those who defeated the 
legislation. It is a rule made to 
order for the successful operation 
of the special interest lobbyists. 

Recognizing the evils of commit- 
tee secrecy, the 1943-44 Constitu- 
tional Convention included in the 
New Constitution, which was 
adopted by vote of the people in 
1945, a provision to abolish it. 
The constitutional mandate reads: 
“Each committee shall keep such 
record of its proceedings as is . 
required by rule of the respective 
houses and this record and the 
rrecorded vote of the members of 
the committee shall be filed with 
all reports on bills.” 

Searching deeply in any effort 
to find some way to evade the 
plain intent of this provision, Re-

In 31 of 102 carrying concealed 
weapon charges disposed of dur- 
ing 1948 in Judge Nangle’s court, 
the charge was reduced by the 
circuit attorney’s office. Judge 
Nangle imposed $25 to $50 fines 
on such reductions. 

In the remaining 71 cases, the 
defendants pleaded guilty as 
charged and 26 of them drew 
workhouse or jail sentences, which 
cannot exceed a year. No one was 
sentenced to the penitentiary. 

Same in Other Courts. 

A similar pattern of treating 
concealed weapon charges as mis- 
demeanors or police court cases, in 
respect to the punishment meted 
out, was followed in the courts of 
Judges Connor and Scott. Reduc- 
tions of the charges were made by 
the circuit attorney's assistants, 
not by the judges. 

Judge Scott said he fixed the 
punishment dependirg on the cir- 
cumstances of each case, in most 
instances following the recom- 
mendation of the circuit attorney. 

“Many of these concealed wea- 
pon cases involve only the carry- 
ing of knives with long blades, 
which is not so serious as if the 
defendant had a loaded pistol,” 
he said. “Where knives are in- 
volved, legal questions arise which 
make it difficult at times to make 
@ successful prosecution.” 

Follows Recommendations. 

Judge Connor said he always 
followed the re endation of 
the assistant circuit attorney on 
the matter of assessing fines and 
reducing charges in concealed 
weapon cases. “The $100 fines 
have been the practice around 
here for along time,” he said. 

Although the jacket on the cir- 
cuit attorney’s file bore the nota- 
tion, “Habitual Criminal Act,” in 
the case of Edward C. Pulliam, a 
Negro, charged with robbery, the 
habitual criminal charge never 
was placed against the defendant, 
who subsequc 1tly was let off with 
a $100 fine Jast year. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Thom- 
as E. Dowling conceded that the 
habitual criminal charge could 
have been placed against Pulliam, 
who had served a reformatory sen- 
tence and a number of workhouse 
terms. Dowling said, however, he 
thought the “under the circum- 
stances of the case” a workhouse 
term was sufficient penalty. 

Consequently, Dowling reduced 
the robbery charge to petit lar- 
ceny, a misdemeanor, and recom-| 
mended a workhouse sentence, he 
said, Judge Nangle imposed a 
$100 fine. 

If Pulliam had pleaded guilty of 
first-degree robbery under the 
Habitual Criminal Act, a life sen- 
tence would have been mandatory.

The Chapples came here by air- 
plane from Seattle, Wash., where 
he is director of the School of 
Music at the University of Wash- 
ington. He and his wife were 
British citizens. They have lived 
in this country for nine years. 
Martirez, who lives at 5478 Del- 
mar boulevard and is a clerk at 
‘tthe Army Records Center, holds 
a Silver Star awarded for his ex- 
ploits while he was a private first 
class in the Philippine Scouts. 
During the Bataan battle, he took 
over command of a detail whith 
re-established American commun- 
ications, severed by the Japanese, 
after his commanding officer had 
been killed. He was captured but 
escaped from a Japanese prison 
camp and fought as a guerrilla 
until the Philippines were liber- 
ated. 

The citizenship status of the 
Martirez family is thoroughly con- 
fused. His wife, who was born 
in the Philippines, thinks she is 
an American citizen because her 
father was an American, and they 
have a 5-month old son, Roberto 
Jr.. who is now an American cit- 
izen. But another child, Edith, 22 
months old, is not a citizen be- 
cause of a quirk in the laws, 
naturalization officials said, Edith 
will have to be naturalized to ac- 
quire citizenship.

Charles erred in his instruction to 
the jury. 

The case was remanded to the 
Circuit Court for retrial. On a 
change of venue, Dougherty was 
tried in St. Charles and was con- 
victed May 31, 1947. He was sen- 
tenced to a year in the county jail 
and fined $100. 

Basis of Reversal. 

An automobile driven by Dough- 
erty collided with a taxicab driven 
by James J. Sneed Dec. 15, 1946, 
at Easton avenue and Kingshigh- 
way. Miss Irene Schmich, passen- 
ger in the cab, was injured and 
Sneed was hurt slightly. 

After the accident, the defense 
contended, Dougherty gave the 
cab driver his name and license 
number. Division 1 of the Su- 
preme Court, in reversing the con- 
viction, found that Judge Bruere 
failed to include in his instruc- 
tion to the jury the defense claim 
that Dougherty complied with the 
law by identifying himself to the 
cab driver. Dougherty also in- 
formed Thomas F. Callanan, then 
coroner and now sheriff, about the 
accident, the defense contended. 

Judge Bruere, the Supreme 
Court held, should have instruct- 
ed the jury that if the facts stat- 
ed by the defense were true, they 
should acquit Dougherty. 

“Com With Statute.” 

Justice Roscoe P. Conkling, who 
wrote the opinion, stated: “We 
conclude that the information giv- 
en by the defendant to Sneed, if 
a jury should find it was given, 
was a compliance with the statute. 
He gave his name, the correct li- 
cense number of his automobile, his 
city, a telephone number and other 
data from which he or anyone 
under like circumstances could be 
quickly identified and located. The 
information given served the basic 
purpose and intent of the statute.”

'said he will sign an order of

| Harold Clark, Jerseyville attor- 
'ney heading the five-man commit- 
tee representing the creditors, told 
approximately 150 creditors the 
committee considered the compro- 
mise favorable to their interests. 
No opposition was voiced. 

Terms of Compromise, 

Under terms of the compromise, 
Trustee William C. Dunham will 
‘get title to the lavish Knetzer 
‘home at 1313 Grand avenue, Ed- 
wardsville, and a large adjoining 
lot; title to the home in Park 
Ridge, Chicago suburb, occupied 
by Dorothy Kelch, who posed as 
Knetzer’s wife, and title to the 
building occupied by the motor 
sales firm in Edwardsville. 

In addition, the trustee will get 
title to two lots in Cheyenne, 

Wyo.; furniture in Stuttgart, Ark., 
| and at the Crandall Creek ranch 
| near Cheyenne; all corporate stock 
| in the Knetzer Motor Sales Co. 
held by Mrs. Minnie Choate, 
mother-in-law of Knetzer, and all 
stock in the firm owned by 
Knetzer himself. Equipment in

Under the compromise, the 
trustee will give up his right 
to recover furniture from the 
Park Ridge home now held by 
Marshall Field & Co., Chicago.

There 
were eight wounds in her scalp 
and her skull had been fractured. 

One arm of the victim was 
bruised, indicating she fought 
with her attacker, he said.

He qualified the proposal, how- 
ever, by indicating he felt the time 
was not yet ripe for such a pro- 
gram and, “in any case, the plan 
is in need of maturing and con- |!

Last Nov. 24 Foley announced 
that the Administration would 
seek public housing and slum 
clearance legislation, and that in 
addition his office would during 
1949 conduct a nation-wide drive to 
gain the co-operation of builders, 
lenders, labor unions and other 
groups in an effort to stimulate a 
larger volume of housing at lower 
costs and lower rentals. 

It is the latter aspect of Foley's 
program that interests the cham- 
ber, which is strongly opposed to 
federal subsidies for slum clear- 
ance and for low rent public 
housing projects.

Slow Train Through Missouri 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

My hat is off to “Missouri Traveler” 
on his letter entitled “The Burlington 
Service” which appeared in your Jan. 4 
issue. This letter is worthwhile and I 
only hope many of those people who 
were on the same train with him on the 
evening of Dec. 27, 1948, were fortu- 
nate enough to have read it. 

The passenger service on the Burling- 
ton between St. Louis and Hannibal and 
points farther north is simply a dis- 
grace to the traveling public. The sit- 
uation needs immediate attention and 
thas needed immediate attention for 
some time. True, during the war period 
the traveling public overlooked a jot of 
things, but now we certainly have a 
right to expect safe service from the 
Burlington. 
~I, too, was a passenger on the same 
train, having boarded it at Hannibal. 
‘The trip to St. Louis was such as to irk 
the patience of a saint. There was a 
small two- or three-car streamliner— 
the Mark Twain Zephyr—in service ut- 
terly inadequate to transport the more 
than 100 passengers who tried to board 
the train at Hunnibal.

Open Road Ahead 


Forrest Smith deserves warm commendation 
on the move by which he anticipates his in- 
auguration as Missouri's forty-second Governor 
next Monday. He has taken early hold of the 
state highway and road problem and he has 
done it in a way that promises a great deal of 
benefit to the entire state. 

What the incoming Governor has done is to 
appoint a state-wide committee of 16 members, 
half of whom are members of the State Senate 
and H-use. This committee is to make recom- 
mendations to the Legislature now in session. 

The intention is that these recommendations 
will become the basis for new highway and 
highway financing legislation in the current 
session. 

Gov.-elect Smith has done exactly what the 
citizens Road Association urged Gov. Donnelly 
to do. In 1946 Gov. Donnelly chose to ignore 
the recommendation with the result that much 
valuable time was lost. Into the highway 
vacuum came the Curry plan which, in effect, 
blocked a sound approach to the highway prob- 
lem until that unwise attempt to amend the 
State Constitution was defeated a the polls last 
November. 

Upon the defeat of the Curry resolution, 
Hugh Stephens, of Jefferson City, one of the 
veteran workers for a balanced, adequate high- 
Way program called for the creation of a com- 
mittee large and representative enough to speak 
pérsuasively on state highway needs. This is 
the committee Forrest Smith has now appointed. 

» ~ ~ 


The choice of Lloyd C. Stark of Louisiana 
as chairman is first rate. Mr. Stark was chair- 
man of the campaign committee which worked 
successfully for the adoption of a $75,000,000 
highway bond issue in 1928. This was the larg- 
est road bond issue in the history of Missouri, 
as it exceeded by $15,000,000 the original bond 
issue of 1920. 

As Governor, Lloyd Stark sought to increase 
the gasoline tax to obtain more funds for the 
construction of roads. This measure passed the 
Legislature but was defeated in a referendum. 
However, it is part of the record which former 
Gov. Stark compiled in his term. 

The new Governor expresses a personal pref- 
erence which the committee should by all means 
adopt. It is that the financing be based on 
an increase in the state gasoline tax by act of the 
Legislature rather than by constitutional aménd- 
ment. The rate of the gasoline tax is purely a 
legislative matter. It should be high or low 
depending on current need. This, means it 
should be subject to change as conditions indi- 
cate. Any handling by constitutional amend- 
ment would freeze the rate until a superseding 
amendment could be passed. 

Another important point in favor of legisla- 
tive handling is the fact that the Legislature 
can provide new funds in a relatively short 
time. Should the Legislature increase the 
2-cent state gasoline tax to 4 cents in a bill car- 
rying the emergency clause, the legislation 
would be effective immediately on signing by 
the Governor. Were the unwise constitutional 
amendment procedure used, a vote would not 
be held until 1950 unless a special election were 
called.

The presence of men like Senators Curry and 
Quinn on the committee is no cause for particu- 
lar alarm. They represent largely the yearning 
of rural Missouri to have more hard roads. This 
yearning is a proper one and it deserves to be 
adequately presented in the deliberations of 
the committee. Along with them will be found 
such legislators as Representative Luna Butler 
of Albany, who sponsored the hill in the last 
session to increase the gasoline tax by 2 cents. 
The committee, on the whole, is a good one 
and should open the way for a rounded highway 
program adequately financied. 

This does not cut out the State Highway 
Commission. The commission will necessarily 
be the chief adviser of the committee and its 
chief source of information. There is every 
reason to believe that if former Gov. Stark and 
his colleagues assemble promptly and work dil- 
ligently, they can have a set of proposals in early 
enough for legislation in the 1949 session. 

' There can be no question about the propriety 
of increasing the gasoline tax. Missouri’s 2-cent 
tax is frequently described as the lowest state 
gasoline tax in the country. Many such taxes 
range up to five and six cents. Missouri cannot 
build rural roads and reconstruct the crumbling 
major highways without more money. This 
money should come primarily from these who 
use the highways. The way to get it is to 
increase state gas tax. 

Thanks to Forrest’s Smith first move, high- 
way affairs are actually looking up in Missouri. 
Former Gov. Stark and the other members of 
the committee have a splendid opportunity for 
public service.

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Filibuster and Senatorial Power 


Senators look on unlimited debate as a pre- . 


rogative, and it was as one hurrying to the de- 


-fense of a prerogative that Senator Russell of 


Georgia leaped to his feet to obstruct the first 
anti-filibuster effort in the present Congress, 
by Senator Morse of Oregon. 

A serious question which Senators ought to 
consider, however, is whether the privilege of 
unlimited debate—or filibuster—is a net pre- 
rogative. It is maintained at the cost of an- 
other prerogative, one which should be nearer 
to the senatorial heart. And that is, a fuller 
participation in the operation of government. 

As Roland Young, former Secretary of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee and now 
teaching at Harvard, wrote in “This is Con- 
gress,” some political questions do not arise 
until after an act is passed and is being ad- 
ministered. The President—any President— 
would be more disposed to let Congress partici- 
pate in political decisions of administration: if 
he had some assurance that the Senate would 
not tie up the subject in interminable discussion. 

“The fact that there is no method for limit- 
ing senatorial debate in advance,” writes Mr. 
Young, “often forces the President to act with- 
out first securing the consent of Congress, even 
though he may wish to bolster his position by 
a concrete expression of opinion from the legis- 
lature.” 

To be blunt about it, the Senate would be 
more important if it were less talkative. Debate 
is one thing, and a fine thing, but irresponsible 
time-killing is an indulgence for which the 
Senate pays dearly in lost authority over the 
functioning of government. The group of Sena- 


‘tors who are pressing for an anti-filibuster 


amendment to the rules are trying to build up 
the power of the Senate. ”

is under way, which will be a good thing if it 
frees a few weeks for ordinary unpromoted ac- 
tivities.

And after all that eating, 
drinking and exercising, we could proceed with 
naturalness and ease into National First Aid 
Week, Pharmacy Week, and National Hospital 
Day.

The Republican liberals were defeated 
in their attempt to introduce new leader- 
ship into the minority of the Senate. 
Neither Senator Knowland, opposing Sena- 
tor Wherry as floor leader, nor Senator 
Lodge, opposing Senator Taft as policy 
committee chairman, could muster more 
support than that represented by the origi- 
nal 14 members. 


These results were hardly unexpected, 
yet their significance should not for that 
reason be discount- 
ed. The Senate Re- 
publicans, given 
every incentive and 
opportunity for a 
change, have chosen 
to present exactly 
the old slate of léad- 
ers—as if there had 
been no national elec- 
tion, no defeats, and 
no doubts cast upon 
the basic strategies 
of the party. 

The enlargement of the policy commit- 
tee, and the appointment of liberal mem- 
bers to the posts of whip and conference 
secretary, may slightly temper the impres- 
sion that nothing has been learned and 
that nothing will ever change. 


But these concessions are minor; and the 
familiar names of Taft and Wherry stand 
in the public mind as symbols whose mean- 
ing cannot be effaced. 


Severe Handicap, Self Imposed 


The Republicans in the Senate have 
thus chosen to placé themselves under a 
severe handicap. It can still be hoped that 
this handicap will be surmounted. 


Senator Taft, as we have frequently 
pointed out, is a far more enlightened and 
progressive figure than his reputation sug- 
gests. His support of legislation in the

If what he has offered piecemeal, with 
a dry and often repellent logic, had been 
offered instead as a coherent program; if 
it had been imaginatively presented and 
feelingly defended, the Republicans would 
not have seemed to lack a cause or a pro- 
gram. It is a fresh appeal of this sort 
which is now required. 

The party and the public at large may 
hope that it will be supplied by the liberal 
wing, working in co-operation with Mr. 
Taft, and supplying what he seems fatally 
to lack. 

Though they lost, the liberals need have 
no regrets at having undertaken this first 
skirmish. Their open tactics and their 
choice of such a man as Senator Lodge for 
their major candidate, must assure that no 
undue bitterness has been created. 

By their stand they have undoubtedly 
strengthened their own coherence as a 
group, against the day when on policy is- 
sues they can look for increasing support 
from their colleagues. 

Above all, they have called the attention 
of the public to as forward-looking and 
brilliant a group of legislators as either 
party can be remembered to have pos- 
sessed in the upper house. 

Gathering strength and influence, these 
will surely serve the nation and their party 
well,

“Why the English Dislike Us” would 
perhaps have been a more apt title to this 
book. That they do dislike us is docu- 
mented by the author, an American news- 
magazine correspondent in London, with 
personal observations, quotations from 
British newspapers, British correspondents’ 
writings for the London papers and numer- 
ous references to the British Gallup Poll 
and Mass Observation surveys, The latter 
two sources of documentation doubtless 
have brought the author enough embarrass- 
ment since the first Wednesday of this 
month to make a further discussion need- 
less. 

‘The British dislike us because: They are 
so desperately, but unwillingly dependent 
upon America; we are better fed, clothed 
and housed—though they would deny vehe- 
mently that we are were we to say it; we 
loaned them money and then allowed the 
prices of our goods to go up so that the 
dollars they borrowed bought less; our hos- 
tility toward Russia puts their island in 
the position of being an unsinkable aircraft 
carrier in the middle of a possible atomic 
war; we make better movies and produce 
better stage shows. 

Mr. Vanderschmidt, during the course of 
a reasonably objective reporting of his sub- 
ject, doesn’t help to keep it from becoming 
an enigma.

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Most Colleges 
Upping Ethics, 
N.C.A.A. Told 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 7 (AP) 
—The National Collegiate Athletic 
Association, embarked on a pro- 
gram to establish a high ethical 
standard among its membership, 
heard today that steady progress 
has been made in the enforcement 
of its year-old sanity code. 

Most of the members ‘are adher- 
ing to the code; a few still are 
ignoring it or violating parts of it, 
a survey conducted by the asso- 
ciation’s compliance committee has 
disclosed. 

Clarence F. Houston of Tufts 
College, chairman of the commit- 
tee, reporting to the membership, 
said: 

“This effort to make the NCAA 
a regulatory body will not take 
place overnight. If we can draw 
any parallel from the experience 
of other educational associations 
which attempted to establish eth- 
ical standards, we shall be for- 
tunate if we can regard ourselves 
as successful by the end of a three- 
year period,” 

Houston, head of a board which 
includes Ralph W. Aigler of the 
University of Michigan and James 
H. Stewart of Dallas, commissioner 
of the Southwestern Conference, 
noted continuing violations as fol- 
lows: 

“There are some institutions, and 
I believe very few, which are pay- 
ing little, if any, attention to the 
NCAA or its code. There are oth- 
ers, who by reason of tradition or 
pressures, size, location or other 
reasons, are encountering diffi- 
culties in the transition period. 
They appear to be making efforts 
to put their houses in order. 

“The great majority of the ac- 
tive members of the NCAA appear 
to be conducting their athletic 
programs on a sound and ethical 
basis and well within the require- 
ments of the code.”

Then 
perhaps a coalition government 
might have been formed in which 
the dominant group probably 
would have been the Generalissi- 
mo’s group. Today the chances 
are that the Communist group 
will be very strong.

THE HOPE will be, of course, 
that the real power will lie in the 
hands of the moderate, middle-of- 
the-road group that stands be- 
tween the two extremes. The 
strength of this group will be the 
deciding factor. 

Judging from the announce- 
ments of leaders of the Chinese 
Communist group, it would seem 
that many Chinese are now fully 
indoctrinated Communists. And 
Chiang, himself, must be fairly fa- 
miliar with Communist doctrine, 
since many Chinese people have 
been in Moscow in the past to ob- 
tain military training. 


One cannot help feeling, how- 
ever, that while the Communist 
economy may hold some appeal 
for the Chinese people, it will be 
transformed in .some way in the 
long run‘into an economy and an 
ideology that is primarily Chi- 
nese and not primarily Commu- 
nist. 

Always in the years gone by 
China’s enemies have been swal- 
lowed up by the huge nation, and 
one feels that is apt to repeat it- 
self in the present situation.

THERE HAS BEEN much 
progress in China — communica- 
tions, for instance, are more rapid 
than they once were—but the basic 
character of the Chinese has not 
changed. And I think they them- 
selves feel that it will not be 
changed through any outside in- 
fluence. Changes will come only 
from within, and only because the 
Chinese people are convinced 
these changes will improve their 
country. 

It is traditional for the United 
States to have a feeling of spe- 
cia] interest in China. And be- 
cause of the close ties that ex- 
isted between my husband’s fam- 
ily and China, I personally, have 
had a great interest in the nation 
and its people. 

Great numbers of Chinese peo- 
ple always have been cut off 
from the rest of the world, but 
our missionaries have never felt 
they had to leave the country 
because a Communist group or 
som. other group was taking over 
a certain area. And as I read 
the letters from our Americans in 
Peiping, I had a feeling that they 
also saw no reason for leaving 
their posts. They had a hope

He drew the 
outstanding trumps, discarding 
two diamonds and one club from 
dummy, then led to the club king 
and cashed the club ace. It was 
South’s discard on this latter trick 
which put the enemy to rout!

“Every Man to His Taste” 

“Tastes Differ” 
éé LL, for those who like that 
sort of thing I should 
think that is just about 
the sort of thing they would like.” 
That is how Abraham Lincoln 
said that taste differs! Philoso- 
phers and poets and wits have 
said it in a variety of ways for 
almost 1900 years. 

The most familiar expression of 
the idea is perhaps “Every man 
to his taste”—the French “Chacun 
a son gout,” which France’s six- 
teenth century philosopher, Mon- 
taigne made famous in his cele- 
brated “Essays,” though actually 
Re only quoted an already old 
French proverb. - 

Less than four decades before 
Montaigne, the Englishman, John 
Heywood listed in his now classic 
“Proverbs” one which survives as 
@ popular quip today, namely, 
“Every man as he loveth. quoth 
the good man when he kissed the 
cow!” This was only another way 
of saying that tastes differ, and 
while the entrance of the cow is 
identified with Heywood, the fact 
is that the animal made an earlier 
bow in the fifth book of the Works 
of Rabelais! 

For the earliest expression of 
the idea on record we go to an 
expert on the subject of catering 
to an individual taste, the director 
of pleasures at the court of Nero— 
Caius Petronius, who died in A.D. 
66. Petronius wrote in a frag- 
ment identified as No. 74, in Latin, 
of course, this contribution to the 
subject: “There is no one thing 
that pleases all: one man gathers 
thorns and another roses.” 

And the idea took a long time 
to achieve abbreviation. The first 
record in print of “Tastes differ” 
is that of a writer named Collins 
and it dates 1864! 


Inevitably, a new, receptive Con- 
gress will attract them to the 
scene. We refer to the pet-lovers, 
with their pets, which turn out
